has lived here all his life and has 
uever lived a mile from his birth- 
place where he tirst saw the light 
of day. July 1 1, [823, Was a wa- 
gou maker by trade. 

He was never arrested by civil 
or military authorities, never ser- 
ved ou a grand or petty jury, uever 
testified against auy oue. uevcr gos 
siped about auy one. and his reli- 
giou has ever beeu to pay your 
debts, attend to your own busiuess 
aud if you cannot speak a good 
word for your neighbor don't talk 
at all. 

He has uever ridden one hun- 
dred miles on any railroad He 
never held but one othce— town 
marshal by appoiutmeut This he 
soon resigued localise lie could not 
dun his hard pressed friends for 
taxes or arrest his neighbor s boj 
tor offences. 

He has beeu married but once 
aud his wife is still liviug He 
always taught hischildreu to obey 
aud respect the law and De honest 

He never atieuded a brau dlON, 
barbecue or picnic in his life Not 
that hs is opposed tjsuch, but be- 
cause lie had a large family to sup- 
port and had no time to waste He 
was an old-time whig and cast his 
tirst vote for Clay for presideut. 
Now a republican but takes no 
active part in politics; never made 
a public speech. During the civil 
war he never reported southern 
sympathizers and often used his 
intluenoe and means to get Lis 
southern friends out of trouble.—
